Violent Coordinating Committee (SNCC), later 
with the Black Panther Party. and now as leader 
of the All - African People’s Revolutionary Party 
was brought to Sacramento under the auspices of 
ASI's Election Debate Committee

with white radicals He resigned from the Pan- 

















thers and declared himself a Pan - Africanist 
whose duty it was to wage unrelenting war 
against white western capitalism 

In 1968 Carmichael married Miriam Makeba 
and moved to the African country of Guinea !n 
1972 he returned to the ‘Jnited States and began 
the Pan - African movement inaspeech to nearly 
200 people in the CSUS gym. Wednesday 
evening, he repeatedly explained why Africans a 
term he prefers to use instead of blacks. need to

Standards 
vary for 
EOP aid

The Educational Opportunity 
Program, established in 1969, 
provides student grants for 
undergraduates at the California 
State University and Colleges 
Students must be economically 
disadvantaged yet display a potential 
for success in college 

“The criterion of being 
economically disadvantaged has a 
subjective meaning,” says Elena 
Caro, director of EOP “Weconsidera 
lot of factors, not just whether a family 
makes a certain amount of money.” 

A prescribed GPA isn't required for 
students to receive EOP funds. 
Students are admitted to CSUS under 
different standards from regular 
Students EOP students who leave 
school are readmitted as EOP 
students The grant isn't affected by 
grades 

There are a limited number of EOP 
students entering CSUS. Only four 
percent of CSUS' enrollment can be 
EOP students, a figure set by the 
chancellor's office “It varies as the 
regular enroliment varies,” said Caro

Nuclear energy debate 


Clashing viewpoints are aired on campus FM radio

Wednesday's KERS debate on nuclear energy, 
which featured two proponents from Westinghouse op- 
posed by instructors from CSUS and ARC, centered on 
nuclear safety, energy cost and alternative use of 
resources. 

“There is one - billionth of achance a nuclear reactor 
could explode,” nuclear engineer Ann Pauley said 
“People in Sacramento live with a thousand to one 
chance the Folsom Dam will break and 200,000 will be 
killed.” 


“A key question is geological containment,” 
American River College geography instructor Robert 
Christopherson said. “It takes 600 years before the 
waste becomes harmless.” 

Christopherson added that should this waste come 
in contact with water or food supplies, contamination 
and poisoning is likely to occur 

The hour ~- long debate offered a variety of 
viewpoints from Pauley and Christopherson as well as 
the other speakers, Westinghouse engineer David 
Samara and CSUS physics Professor Homer !bser

Bette Davis in Sacramento 
Silver screen Star retorts all comers

Just prior to the first half of actress Bette Davis’ 
appearance in Sacramento Tuesday, her moderator, 
James Bronson, told the packed house, “Please don't 
be shy, ask Miss Davis all the questions you want, 
because | can assure you she won't at ali be shy 
answering them.” His comments couldn't have been 
more apropos. 

Davis, the 70 - year - old, two - time academy award - 
winning actress, spoke to 2400 fans at Sacramento's 
Community Theatre, and true to form, she gave her 
opinion — sometimes when asked and sometimes 
when not — about a large variety of subjects including 
sex, women's rights, politics, life in Hollywood and 
even her ilove life. 


Her performance, part of Sacramento's A.M. series, 
was divided into two segments; the first hour - long 
moiding of her greater film moments presented on a 
large projection screen and the second, a 90 - minute 
question and answer session where Davis rapidly fired 
back retorts to questions thrown her way from 
throughout the auditorium. 

The film clips — 14 in all — ranged from her 1932 
performance in Cabin in the Cotton to All About Eve 
(1950) to Whatever Hapoened to Baby Jane? (1962). 
And, of course, included were her most famous lines: 
“I'd kiss you, but | just washed my hair” (Cabin in the 
Cotton), “Shall we have a cigarette on it" (Now, 
Voyager), and “What a dump!” 

And it was that line from 1949's Beyond the Forest, 
which she used to greet her waiting fans. But, as she 
explained, “I'm only kidding; I'm very happy to be in

Prop. 13 
and the 
renter 


California homeowners have been clamoring about high property taxes for 
some time now. And it appears we will see property tax relief this year, one way 
or another. Since we do have achoice, the question now is which way is better 

Two proposed constitutional amendments affecting taxes will be on the 
ballot this June, Propositions 8 and 13 

Prop. 13, the Jarvis - Gann initiative, will reduce property taxes by 57 
percent, not just for homeowners but also for business property. hotels. fac- 
tories and apartments 

If you are a renter, this means your landlord will receive a 57 percent cut in 
property taxes — taxes that you pay for indirectly through rent payments You 
have as much right to property tax relief as anyone, but what can you expect if 
Prop. 13 passes? Nothing 

Prop. 13 does not guarantee renter relief. Mr. Jarvis would have us believe 
landlords will voluntarily pass the savings on torenters. In response. Sen Peter 
Behr said it best: “Asking landlords to pass Savings on to renters is like asking 
the rabbit to deliver the lettuce " 

From the renter's point of view, this is not the only thing wrong with Prop. 13 
It will also Cut $7-$8 billion in revenues to cities, counties, schools and other 


special districts without providing replacement tunds 

Where is the money going to come from? From you, the renter 

Since Prop 13 also prevents local governments from raising taxes to 
compensate for the losses. the state legislature has accepted a proposal to 
finance it 

Sen Albert Rhodd’s proposal to raise state taxes will become effect 
if Prop 13 passes It will increase sales tax to seven percent expanding it to 
cover personal services such as medical bills Also. it will impose a 20 percent 
surcharge on personal income tax 

Renters will pay for Prop 13 without deriving any benefits from it

Prop 8, on the other hand. is true horneowner relief It affects only 
homeowners and renters, not business property Prop 8 will reduce pri perty 
taxes by 40 percent and it guarantees an increase in renter's credit to $75 

Prop 8 will be financed out of the state budget surplus. with no cuts in loca!

With the June primary less than six weeks away itis time for homeowners to 
decide which vote will benefit them most For renters. the choice is clear Prop

evaluations, 


Students 
need a 
voice 





Much discussion is going on within the academic community about the 
quality of education available to students. Curriculum, facuity competence 
administrative bureaucracy and student preparedness are the main issues. Ad- 
ministration and faculty are not the only ones concerned about the myriad 
probiems facing educational institutions, students, too, are deeply concerned 
about the quality of education. After al!, a student's future is much dependent 
upon the higher teveis of education required in today’s worid 

The majority of this education is imparted inside the classroom through in- 
dividual instructors on a day - by - day basis. What a student receives is many 
times directly related to the quality of the instructor This crucial relationship 
makes the selection of an instructor of utmost improtance to the student. But 
what information does a student have available to make an intelligent decision 
in selecting next semester's instructors? 

Unless a student has access to student grapevines, it is a hit - or - miss 
proposition. A student unfortunate enough to make a disastrous choice has 
only one recourse — to join the grapevine and warn unsuspecting students. In 
other words, CSUS is guilty of “consumer fraud,” we pay and do not know what 
we are paying for. The paying student does not have a chance to systematically 
evaluate the available choices among faculty. Every registration session we 
risk “purchasing” a faulty product 

interestingly enough, both administration and faculty know the value of 
proper evaluation of faculty and examine individual faculty members before 
they are promoted, given tenure or retained. In fact, they obviously know the 
value of student evaluation of faculty in this process. According to academic 
personnel and procedures (sec. 406.4), student evaluations are required for all 





retention, tenure and promotion of faculty These evaluations are conducted 
on a departmental basis and then this valuable information is locked away in an 
individual faculty member's files. The evaluations are only released on per- 
mission of each faculty member The question then is obvious would 
instructors allow their evaluations to be publicly scrutinized? The answer is 
equally obvious — wouldn't you keep your incompetence a closely - guarded 
secret? 

if Watergate dramatized any less on at all. itis that ademocratic society can- 
not survive uninformed. Intelligent choices cannot be made without full in 
formation, freely available to all. !f CSUS 1s opposed to freedom of information, 
then it is opposed to the concept of academic freedom and must be striving to 
create an academic oligarchy removed from the student body Ifthisis nto true, 
the present situation must be viewed as intolerable 


Students need and demand information about instructors Student 
evaluation of faculty is the means to achieve this goal Only evaluations 
designed, administered and openly distributed by and for students will satisfy 
the demand This project would require funding, but money should be 
available for this exercise of student rights. Denial of student evaluations of 
faculty because of lack of money would not only be inexcusable, it would be 
condoning the ‘coverup” of imcompetent faculty members 


The Committee for Student Controlled Evaluations is planning an open 
campus meeting to discuss these issues We urge all students to attend and 
heip initiate this program at CSUS. We hope to make student evaluation of 
faculty a reality at CSUS, a democratic system available to all CSUS students 
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Fraternity life can be a fun and rewarding experience. Fraternity life is not 
for everybody, but the people who are active benefit a great deal from their par- 
ticipation at CSUS’ By providing a fellowship of “brothers,” a combined effort 
can put together many sociai functions and community projects. By putting 
dues and cash from fund raising events together, a fraternity is capable of 
throwing outstanding social functions. By having a unit of manpower, com- 
munity events and charity fundraisers can be a success. Money was raised for 
charities by pushing a bathtub to Chico, havihg an “Anything Goes” contest at 
the CSUS gym, and rolling a beer keg 400 - plus miles. The fraternities, united 
in the Inter - Fraternity Council, combined to put on successful dances and an 
awards ceremony. With these accomplishments, it's disgraceful that one 
fraternity would make an effort to downgrade the Greek system. 

tam referring to Tau Kappa Epsilon. Problems concerning TKE and the rest 
of the Greek system in IFC, coupied with three articles that have appeared in 
the Hornet these past few weeks, have prompted me to write to the Hornet. The 
inaccuracies that have been printed hurt the other fraternities on campus. 

TKE has no desire to cooperate with the other fraternities as is shown by 
their statement in the Hornet that they need to re - evaluate the validity of IFC 
and its importance to TKE.

J D Lorenz former member of the Brown administration, has written 
a book about Jerry Brown's political style that wil! make us dislike not 
only Jerry Brown. but the mass media, the political process, and 
ourselves the naive. child - voters 

The Man on the White Horse expiores the 70s political trends of 
symbolism and synecdoche Synecdoche is one of Brown's favorite 
strategems it means using a part to represent the whole — ‘like shaking 
one hand and giving the illusion you re shaking amillion,” as Brown says 

Lorenz, a public - interest lawyer who founded California Rural Legal 
Assistance in 1966 and worked with Cesar Chavez and Ralph Nader, was 
Brown's research assistant in the 1974 campaign and his employment 
director for seven months thereafter He saysinthe introduction, “Thists 
a story about magic in politics. a graceful understatement 

The Man on the White Horse is not a textbook on political theory. the 
book simply tells the story of Lorenz's experience in the Brown ad- 
ministration His stories and observations speak for themselves and 
substantiate his introductory statements: Brown plays on our need and 
desire to be hoodwinked; Brown's symbolic gestures replace a head-on 
approach to the issues, and Brown's primary interest in politics is sur- 
vival, not public service 


The art of symbols

What better way is there for coun- 
tres to Communicate than to share 
their art work? 

A fascinating display of poster art

The posters are original 
Silkscreens cr ated by Cuban artists 
whose main theme 
Cuban Revolution 

Professor Jose Montoya of the Art 
Department explains the purpose 
behind these Cuban art posters. ‘The 
artists have to use their expertise to 
keep the revolution going The poster 

making serves to raise the 
consciousness of the Cuban people 

Although the Cuban artists have 
freedom for their own work, Fidel 
Castro has not become fearful! of their 
art These artists who prefer to be 
called “cultural workers, in some 
way have to contribute their talents to 
the revolution 

Cuban artist Mederos. whose 
posters hang in the gallery, was an ex- 
change student in Vietnam in 1971 
His special work is a series of brightly 
colored posters portraying life in 
North Vietnam during the height of 
the war His posters reveal how war 
had become a way Of life for the Viet- 
namese people and provide an in- 
triguing and powerful interpretation 
of that life 

Mederos is known as one of Cuba's 
top poster makers and is considered 
one of the country’s finest artists 

The Cuban posters can be enjoyed 
not only for their creative inter- 
pretations of life. but also for the 
magnificent use .of colors The 
posters are extremely colorful, in 
keeping with the sense of bright fes- 
tivity so Commonly found in Latin 
America Cultures 

Last year a group of Sacramento 
artists called The Royal Chicano Air 
Force had an art exhibition in Cuba 
and toured the country. The Sac-

ramento Chicano exhibit was res- 
ponsible for bringing back the 
original Cuban posters now on dis- 
play 

Montoya especially wanted the 
Cuban art on display in time far the 
celebration of Cinco de Mayo This 
day celebrates the Mexican defeat of 
Napoleon in his quest to conquer 
Mexico and the United States 

The art posters from Cuba can be 
seen in the Art Gallery from 10-4 on 
Mondays. Wednesdays, and Fridays,

(or anyone), he lets the press off easy There's another book in the story 
of the media's lack of critical analysis and reporting on the Brown aa- 
ministration. Could it be that Brown's tactics make such good copy the 
press is happy to have their job made easy and too lazy to peer behind the 
facade? 

As he points out Browns evasion of substantive actions and his 
failings as an administrators, Lorenz develops his theme Brown himself 
is the quitessential 70s symbo!, representing the escapism and nar- 
cissism Characterizing our reaction to the strife and intensity of the 60s 
The era of lowering our expectations equates to not chalienging 
government, tending Our Own gardens, pursuing our own pleasures 
Lorenz sizes up the situation a little too quickly, but nonetheless his 
intelligent criticisms are perceptive 

“Escapism prevailed in the 1930s. the country decided to go to the 
movies instead of have a revolution. But what was different about Jerry 
and California and the 1970s was that the symbolic manipulation was 
more pervasive, and it was generated more in the political arena inthe 
1930s, Holiywood was Hollywood and Washington was Washington and 
almost never did the twain meet, but by the 1970s politics and enter- 
tainment were merging.”

Jerry Brown’s political style: manipulation and survival 


The astounding surprise of Lorenz's account is the impact of the 
quotes he attributes to Brown The private Brown turns out to be an 
emotionally immature. spoiled kid who !s a power - hungry manipulator 
The book takes its title from the most memorable Brown quote 

Politics is ajungie and it's getting worse. People want a dictator these 
days, aman ona white horse. They re icoking for aman ona white horse 
to ride in and tell them what to do. A politician can do anything he wants 
so long as he manipulates the right symbols.” 

Thats an appropriate introduction to what Lorenz calls “The 
Brownian Movement.” or the art of dodging the issues and offering 
instead a few dramatic gestures like driving a Plymouth, sleeping on the 
floor. saving $20,000 by eliminating free briefcases for state employees 
and watching the whale migration 

As Brown's appointment to head the Employment Development 
Department Lorenz was to have developed a jobs program for the unem- 
ployed. but found himself hampered by the Governor's reluctance to 
cooperate Brown expressed his attitude ‘lll believe | have to do 
something for the unemployed only when | see them rioting in the 
streets In other words. Brown would respond to politica! pressure, not 
social needs. Lorenz claims the farm workers got their bil! because of 
Cesar Chavez's effective political pressures. while the silent, unem- 
ployed black teenagers got the Conservation Corps; a token program 
offering no effective solutions to unemployment 

Lorenz points out that Brown's tactics are made poss/ble by the 
press's deficiencies in reporting the Governor's administration 
Although Brown has been in the media spotlight a great deal, the light 
has not shined behind his glib, manipulative statements. l.orenz reports 
that in Feb. 1974, when the Los Angeles Times accused Brown of inac- 
tion, he had his staff engineer a joint press conference with the Sierra 
Club and leaders of the construction trade. Brown announced a $1 billion 
program to clean up the waterways while creating 37,000 new jobs. What 
the press failed to mention was the $1 billion Brown was using to shine 
his crown came from the federal government when the Supreme Court 
released funds impounded by Nixon. Brown hadn't done a thing except 
call a press conference and imply that his intervention was responsible 
for the money and jobs. The press, Supposedly the watchdogs of 
government shenanigans, failed to call him on the maneuver, and Brown 
put one over on us. 

Considering Brown's proclivity for meeting the issues with symbolic 
gestures, the press has been mysteriously gullible in reporting on Brown. 
Since Lorenz does not appear to be a vindictive man exploiting his 
political career and connections to point an accusing finger at the press 
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Lorenz leads the reader to a conclusion about politics of the 70s: if 
we're not diligent, we will eventually relinquish out little remaining 
political power to a mythical father - figure, a man on the white horse wh > 
“understood how to manipulate the symbols and didn’t nave the scruples 
Jimmy (Carter) and Jerry did. . . and he or she would ride in with the 
right symbois, the right buzz words, and do anything he or she wan‘ed 


"Whatever shortcomings you may find with Lorenz's style or format, he 
has spotlighted a growing political con game which keeps the public's 
attention on the shill while a pickpocket wanders through the crowds.

Although only one point out of last 
place in the FWC. they have con 
sistently beaten their 'eague op 
ponents in non - league action 

At the Stanford Invitational, the six 
- man Hornet team topped Stanisiaus 
and Davis by five and ten strokes 
respectively. to finish 11th out of 28 
teams entered 

Kirk Baxter shot the lowest three 
round total ever by a Hornet golfer, a 
two - over par215 Baxter sroundsin 
cluded a one - under par 7O on his first 
attempt at the testing Stanford golt 
course 

The Hornets finished a whopping 
35 strokes behind winner San Diego 
State, but earned an invitation back to 
next year's tourney on the sirength of 
their first two rounds It 1s noteworthy 


that eight of the ten teams tnat 
finished ahead of them grant scholar 
ships 


However, when the Hornets meet 
FWC foes in league matches. as they 
did Monday, they fai! to capitalize on 
supposed advantages Playing on 
their home course, Sierra View Coun- 
try Club, the Hornets finished fifth 
with a team total of 386 

The Aggies, led by Mike Timme's 
one - over par 73, edged out the 
Stanislaus Warriors by two strokes 
375-377. Ken Webb shot a blistering 
three - under par 69 to lead the War 
riors 

San Francisco State. sparked by 
Bob Archeta and Jim McGilley with 
72 and 73. respectively. took third 
with 380 strokes The CSU Chico 
Wildcats ended the roUnd fourth with 
a 385 total 

Baxter once again led the Hornets 
with a 73. Coach Harvey Roloff noted 
that Baxter's score at Stanford may 
have earned him a bid to the Division 
'| Championships 

“Uniess Davis really folds

country on the face of the earth, yet it takes that 
knowledge and builds cars that will only last three 
years. We had better cars in 1956," he added 

‘The capitalist system exploits people,” Car- 
michael remarked, it allowed the US to wage a 
war against the noble and honorable Vietnamese 
people. just to make a profit.” 

Carmichael explained how the system distorts 
the image of Africans. “Little chiidren watch 
television and what do they learn about Africa? 
Tarzan, that’s what.” he replied. “We are ied to 
believe Africans have no history. As a result, we 
end up hating ourselves. We cali ourselves Black 
Americans, Black South Americans, Black 
Dominicans, or Black anyone, but never Af- 
ricans.” Quoting a remark made by Malcom X, 
Carmichael said. “if a cat has its kittens in an 
oven, you dont call those kittens biscuits. Let's 
not kid ourselves,” he added 

“It's a stupid, vicious system that will fall in on 
itself, Carmichael said, referring to capitalism 

people are not going to be exploited forever. in 


an enemy, it behooves you to know that enemy 
The only motivating force in the capitalist system 
(iS profit,” he said. “It seeks to make you irres- 
ponsible to humanity and ultimately yourself.’ 

Socialism, on the other hand, Carmichael ex- 
plained, doesn't seek to do this. “We use our 
Strength to make the weak strong, to make the 
people strong. If you miss this, you miss the 
essence of life.’ Regarding the socialist system 
he says, “the motivating force is service to 
humanity.” 

“If you want to make history, you must be with 
the masses of the people,” he said “People alone 
can make history, all a leader can do is aid in the 
aspirations of his people” 

Referring to a conversation he overheard 
concerning the leadership of Abraham Lincoln 
and Lyndon Johnson, Carmichael jibed, “they 
Sure as hell didn't do it alone It was the people 
that made them do it. The people freed 
themselves.” The capitalist system uses history 
against us, he said. It would like you to believe 
that major changes were made by one person, 


yOu. ne added 

“There is nothing that men and women can't 
do when they are organized with revolutionary 
spirit’ Carmichael said “That's why we must 
Organize You can't just sit there if you aren't do- 
INg anything for the people, then you are against 
the people 

Speaking on his policy of Pan - Africanism 
Carmichael stated, “Until Africans are free the 
world over, Africa wiil not be free.” He sees only 
one way to dothis “Unify the states of Africa into 
one nation and the masses of the African people 
all Over the world into one nation.” He adds that 
Africa must develop under a scientific socialist 
(community) government where the resources 
are Owned and controlled by the masses of 
peopie 

Although Carmichael did not state specifically 
how all this was to come about, he spoke con- 
vincingly on the need for organization Inclosing 
he avered, “You may not agree with what | have 
had to say, but you cannot disagree that the Af- 
rican people need to be organized if you do

Like some other thrift stores, Pur- 
pie Heart Veterans is a non - profit 
outlet A percentage of the money left 
after wages and store expenses are 
paid goes to a rehabilitation center at 
15th and K Streets. where people of 
all ages are treated — even those with 
physica! disabilities 

Purple Heart Veterans receives all 
of its stock through donations from 
the publi Trucks are dispatched to 
pick up the merchandise daily, except 
Sundays At the Purple Heart 
Veterans rear door, the back - end 
ad the trucks. It’s the star- 
ting point of the sorting process 

Sorters sift through the mer- 
chandise, shuttling the goods to the 
appropriate stations, bins, tailoring, 
racks, electric applicances, and 
miscellaneous goods. Larger items 
such as tables, sofas. and ref- 
rigerators are taken directly to the 
main floor after the necessary clean - 
up and repairs 

Because of the already low prices 
most of the merchandise isn't retur-

Davis students on 
trespassing charges stemming from 
their attempt to meet with the 
chancellor in his office - after the of- 
fice had officially closed The 
students wanted to approach the 
chancellor with their concerns about 
university involvement in South At: 
rica, farm mechanization that puts 
peopie out of work and the Bakke 
case. The hung jury voted 11-1 forac- 
quittal, a jury chosen from ap- 
proximately 250 people called over a 
period of three days - the largest jury 
panel in the history of Yoio County. 
When the members of the collec- 
tive are not in court or working with 
clients, there are still the “office 
chores” that need to be done. Since 


none of thie women defines tasks ac- 
cording to status within the firm, 
everybody gets stuck with doing 
photocopying, dusting the furniture, 
going to the post office, making 
coffee and all the other jobs that 
secretaries dO because they're 
secretaries Ivy Wood helps with 
these activities and does some 
bookkeeping, but she is not the 
secretary for the collective She is 
part of a true democracy, as the 
members will tell you 

As a true democracy, the members 
decided that they didn't need to part 
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with $10,000 just to start their own law 
firm, so working out of the living 
room, serving initial clients who were 
mostly referrals from women's 
groups, they have managed to be 
financially solvent from their first 


month of business. But if you ever . 


thought of running out and making 
lots of money as a self - employed 
lawyer with no previous experience 
except your internship at the Public 
Defender's Office, just remember that 
Decious and Garrett each took home 
$56.66 the first month of their venture. 
They laugh about that now and feel 
that they make a decent living, but 
they don't see a fleet of Mercedes 450 
SL's in their future, either. 

“We want to offer competent, 
humanistic legal counsel at a 
reasonable cost; we'll never be rich, 
but we like what we're doing.”
